Nonistown, Pa.—(ft)—Counsel for 


Edward Allen, charged with the 
murder of Francis A. Donaldson, 
told the jury In Allen's trial to- 
day that "it is the right of any in- 


• dividual In defense of his life to take 


the defense methods necessary for 
that purpose." The statement -was 
made by William T. Connor, counsel 
for Edward, who killed Donaldson 
•with a Shotgun in the Allen apart- 
ment In the fashionable Green Hill 
Farms hotel, Nov. 9, last. 


Allen killed Donaldson 
after a 


quarrel over 
Donaldson's 
alleged 


relations with Allen's'18-year-old sis- 
ter, Rose E. W. Allen. In a state- 
ment to the police, read In court yes- 
terday, Allen said Donaldson had be- 
trayed her. 
The commonwealth closed its case 


before noon and the 
defense Im- 


mediately plunged In to present its 
side of the circumstances 
of the 


killing. 
"We will show that the act of 


Eddie Allen," said defense counsel 
"was caused by an intense love for 
Allen's old father and an Intense de- 
sire to protect a sister and save her 
good name. 
Mother Died In April 


"We will show the Aliens lived In 


Philadelphia in peace and- content- 
ment. 
Mrs. Allen died-last April.

glandular trouble. He would have 
been 67 years old his n»xt birthday

his strength was not equal to the 
task. 


Mrs. Dreyfuss and their daughter, 


Mrs. W. E. Benswanger, have been 
constantly at his bedside since the 
operation and were with him when 
he passed away, Mrs. Sam Dreyfuss, 
widow of his son, also was at the 
bedside. 


Pneumonia set In yesterday, the 


first complication since the opera- 
tion, and the end then was seen as 
inevitable. 


Benswanger, treasurer 
of 
the 


baseball club, who also was 
with 


his father-in-law, said he planned to 
take the body to Pittsburgh tonight 
with burial probably 
Sunday 
or 


Monday from the Dreyfuss home. 


Dreyfuss had been actively con- 


nected with baseball since 1884, first 
being affiliated with a semi-profes- 
sional team a Paducah, Ky. 


Dreyfuss always was a power in

He arranged the first post-season 


series in 1903 between members of

brought the nomination back to the 
senate and confirmation of Mr. Mel- 
lon as ambassador to the court of 
St. James was expected before night- 
fall.

ate, only the newcpmer, Long of 
Louisiana, has promised a fight. He 
announced himself opposed to Ogden 
Mills also, and had some support

He made his request for retire- 
ment on Oct. 8, the legislature last 
September having

permitting his retirement on full 
salary for life. 


He celebrated his 
last birthday 


anniversary on last July 27 by mak- 
ing a radio broadcast. On that occa- 
sion his physician attributed Voor- 
his' ripe age to clean and moderate 
living. 


Voorhis had been grand sachem of 


Tammany hall for 20 years despite 
the fact the rules of the society pro- 
vide that a man In this office may 
not be reclectcd. 
The 
Tammany 


Braves, wishing to retain Voorhis in 
that position, got around the rules 
by merely falling to elect a successor 
to the post of grand sachem at each 
annual election. 


Despite hia great age Voorhis en- 


joyed unusually good health and not 
long ago boasted he had not had a 
headache for 50 years. 
Recently, 


however, his waning strength had 
necessitated his giving less and less 
time to his duties as head 
of the 


board of elections 
and he, finally 


came to the conclusion that it wa.s 
time for him to retire.

declares the bulletin. "These people 
are not possessed with the devil as 
was thought in the -olden days. 
Mental disease Is TIO more blame- 
worthy than physical disease."

to the poor. In many cases serious 
attacks have

"Most physical disorders produce 


mental symptoms," continues 
the 


bulletin, "such as irritability, peev- 
ishness, delirium, or depression, and 
when these occur no one thinks 


either of disgrace or stigma. 
In 


what people call insanity the symp- 
toms are, as a rule, exaggerations 
of normal behavior or mood. Gen- 
erally 
the 
condition 
comes on 


through no direct act of the indi 
vidual. "Why. then, the thought of 
reproach? "Why consider stigma? 


"Through education and experi- 


ence the people have corrected false 
ideas regarding general 
hospitals. 


They no longer dread 
them 
but 


make use of their facilities with i 
creasing frequency and •with grow- 
ing confidence. No one thinks there 
is odium attached to treatment in a 
general hospital for surgical opera- 
tions, or for 
pneumonia, 
typhoid 


fever, or other physical diseases. 
Why should there be any 
such 


thought regarding treatment in a 
hospital for mental diseases simply 
because the sickness 
affects 
the 


brain? People now realize that men- 
tal and physical disease are regret- 
table conditions which should be pre- 
vented, and that when they occur, 
both should be promptly treated and 
the sufferer afforded every possible 
assistance, encouragement, and sup 
port, and without thought 
of re 


proach In either condition.

and that in the words of a Nanking 
spokesman, "the

SALARY REDUCTIONS 
- 


The desire to effect economies in the 


operation of the city has over-reached 
itself in the proposal to reduce salaries 
of city officials, now before the coun- 
cil. 
It is fortunate that final action 


was not taken Wednesday night, thus 
permitting further consideration of fhe 
far-reaching effects of this proposal. 


The savings which these reductions 


will effect, compared with the.total 
cost of operating the city, are so small 
as to be scarcely worth considering. 


- 
The present salaries paid all the offi- 
cers involved in the new scale repre- 
sent less than half of one per cent of 
the city budget and the $3,340 it is pro- 
posed to cut off their pay amounts to 
only .0056 per cent of the budget. 
Translated into figures representing 
savings to each individual taxpayer, 
the amount is infinitesimal. 


'Against this tiny saving must be 


balanced the effect 
this action will 


have on the general business morale of 
the city and the consideration whether 


. city officials taken as a whole are being 


over paid. 


Municipalities long have been notor- 


ious for the low salaries paid officials 
compared with the salaries given per- 
sons with similar duties and responsi- 
bilities in industry or business. In these 
low salary schedules may be found one 
' of the reasons why cities find it difi- 


cult to obtain competent and well 
trained men for their service. Indus- 
try always is willing to pay a bigger 


, price for brains and ability. Appleton 


has been and is no exception to this 
general rule.

If the city's financial position was 


suchraS to occasion worry there might 


~ 
be stornOi justification for this drastic 
economy measure, but according to 
Mayor Gbodland the city began the 
current year in excellent condition, the 
best in years, he said. Nothing has oc- 
curred since the first of the year to al- 
ter this situation.

The psychological affect of salary re- 


duction at this time is of course the 
most important consideration. It would 
add to the accumulation of evidence 
that neither salaries nor jobs are se- 
cure and would accentuate the tenden- 
cy to reduce buying and to hoard, all to 
the detriment of general business. Fear 
and hoarding are the principal causes 
of present business difficulties and any- 
thing which tends to accentuate these 
tendencies must be regarded with sus- 
picion and opposition by businessmen. 


Prosperity, which will enable people 


to pay their taxes and to live in com- 
fort can never be restored by these 
means. Anything which tends to ag- 
gravate an already serious condition 
should be avoided, and salary reduc- 
tions at this time surely will have that 
tendency.

Personal Health Talks

CROWDED SCHOOLS FURNISH 


FAVORABLE ENVIRONMENT 


FOR STREPTOCOCCUS 


The most virulent septicemia or 


"acute blood poisoning" as a com- 
plication or consequence of some 
minor injury, Is due to the Invasion 
of the blood through the puncture, 
blister or scratch, by germs of the 
streptococcus type. 


Erysipelas Is a streptococcus Infec- 
tion. 


Scai-let fever is a streptococcus In- 


fection. 


Septic sore throat and the worst 


cases of tonsilitis and 
quinsy are 


chiefly due to streptococcus infec- 
tion. 


Streptococcus strains are respon- 


sible for most cases of acute multi- 
ple arthritis or, as the old timers 
called it, Inflammatory rheumatism. 


The general 
public has 
heard 


enough about this germ to know it 
is a bad actor. 


Although it Is not in any sense a 


lamb, nevertheless Mary sometimes 
takes It to school. If Maty happens 
to be a healthy carrier—j- es, we have 
not only healthy diphtheria carriers 
and healthy typhoid carriers but 
healthy streptococcus carriers—the 
execution she will do at school de- 
pends upon the school environment, 
according to observations made by 
physicians in England. Drs. Glover 
and Griffith found that healthy car- 
riers were almost invariably detect- 
ed in outbreaks of scarlet fever and 
tonsilitis or acute sore throat w.th 
fever but without rash, in English 
schools. These healthy cariiers yield- 
ed on culture the sarno type of strep- 
tococcus as that found responsible 
for the scarlet fever or sore throat 


The English 
physicians regard 


these unsuspected souices of mfec 
tion (that Is, the healthy carrier) as 
the most difficult obstacle to the 
prevention of such epidemics among 
school children. They believe that 
epidemics of measles and influenza 
help to spread the streptococci, and 
probably not a few of the healthy 
carriers acquuo 
their 
nose and 


throat flora or baeteiiol growth from 
such attack or from household con- 
tact with some one who has measles 
or Influenza. 


In the English schools investigat- 


ed epidemics of tonsilitis and high 
carrier rates of hemolytic (blood dc- 
sttojmg) streptococci seemed to be 
a fairly good index to the unhy- 
genic envlionment in the school af- 
fected. Thus in a school where there 
is too great proximity of beds, defi- 
cient floor nrea and deficient ventila- 
tion in dormitories, the streptococ- 
cus fmdb its most favorable environ- 
ment and epidemics are liequent and 
the illness is hkoly to be severe. 
Adequate spacing and ventilation of 
dormitories and class rooms, a<3 well 
as proper intervals between beds and 
between desks 
or seats, 
are the 


most important factors in the pre- 
vention of these streptococcus in- 
fections. 


What is adequate spacing? 
Ac- 


cording to my own belief, based on 
actual measurements of the lango of 
mouth spray, no two seats, desks or 
beds should be less than 
six feet 


apart, for quiet conversational spray 
carries up to fivo feet. In dormitory 
or sick room or ward or sanatorium 
tho range of cough and sneeze spiay 
must be taken into consideration, 
that is up to twelve feet. ITcnce in 
such places, unless suitable masks 
or screens are used, a space of not 
loss than 15 feet should separate the 
inmates.

King 
George 
Becomes a 


One-man 
Assemblage, 


According to Statute 


London—UP)—As a result of the 


of the statute 
of West 


minster. King George, as king of 
Canada, may find himself agreeing 
to measures of which, as king of 
Ireland or Australia, he does not ap- 
prove. 


This ia only one of the extraordi- 


nary situations which, in theory at 
any rate, could arise from the stat- 
ute, which grants legislative inde- 
pendence to the dominions. 
Britishers have been slow to real 


Ize the full implications of this docu- 
ment. 


They knew, in a general way, that 


the dominions 
have been 
"free1 


from the mother country for some 
tune. But the knowledge that this 
freedom now has the most solemn 
legal force has come as a shock to 
those who had not appreciated the 
profound changes that have been 
taking place in the empire struc- 
ture. 


Dominions Independent 


The statute makes it clear that, 


sentiment apart, the crown 
alone 


now links the 
empire together. 


Each separate member of the Brit- 
ish commonwealth is a. self-govern- 
ing nation, free to -make its o 
laws and in no way bound by any 
that may be enacted in London. 


Moreover, each dominion may en- 


ter into any relations with a foreign 
power that it may desire, quite irre- 
spective of the- wishes of Britain or 
any other member of the common- 
wealth. 


The Irish Free State is expressly 


inducted among the dominions hi 
the statute. Ireland's relations with 
Britain are, however, defined in the 
treaty signed in 1922 and registered 
at Geneva, as are all treaties be 
tween independent members of the 
League of Nations. 


Opponents of the statute argued 


in the house ot commons, that a 
clause should be inserted saying 
that Ireland's inclusion gave her no 
power to denounce the 1922 treaty. 


Government spokesmen answered 
'that Ireland could 
denounce 
the 


treaty just as well if she were not 
included in the statute as if she 
were, and that in any case she had 
no wish to go back on her solemn 
obligations. 


This point of view carried 
the 


day, and Ireland thus took her place 
among the 
free 
and Independent 
nations forming the British com- 
monwealth. 


See Conflicts Possible 


How a system, -in which a single 


king is "advised" by the cabinets 
of half a dozen different countries, 
•will function is a problem that is 
bothering students of constitutional 
'affairs. 


It is generally agreed that the 


importance of the crown has been 
greatly Increased 
by the statute 


which In itself is a noticeable re- 
versal of the trend of British his- 
tory for centuries past. 


"Whether any two dominions will 


ever "advise" the king to take two 
totally opposing courses, 0*- will use 
the satute as a means for breaking 
away from the empire, is a moot 
question among experts on basic 
laws. 


For the present, the English peo- 


ple as a whole believe that the meas- 
ure was. necessary and that, now 
they have won their freedom from 
British parliamentary control, 
the 


dominions will be even more will- 
ing and contented members of the 
commonwealth than they were be 
fore.

milling operations. 


Last year between 800,000,000 and 


800,000,000 pounds of flour \vere im- 
ported. It is estimated that 70 per 
cent of milled wheat is turned 
into 


flour while the remaining 
30 per 


cent is used to feed animals. 


Morning papers forecast that iron 


and steel manufacturers, imported 
foreign flour, oats and barley would 
be among the articles appearing on 
the schedule for the proposed new 
10 per cent ad valorem duties under 
the government's "trade bill" pro 
posed in the house of commons >es- 
terdaj.

If this interpretation Is correct the 


joint proposals made by the United 
States, Great Britain, France 
and 


Italy for a truce and 
subsequent 


peace negotiations constitute a very 
great service to Japan. For they per- 
mit Japan to become relieved of an 
intolerable situation without loss of 
face. The Japanese have until this 
week resented Western Intervention 
In their Chinese enterprise. 
Now 


they desire It because there Is no 
other practicable exit from the im- 
passe they are In. 


The Western Powers have stiown 
great good sense In their 
dealings 


with the Immediate problem. Of the 
five proposals they have presented 
to China and Japan three are prac- 
tical measures for a truce. One, that 
there be no further mobilization or 
preparation for hostilities, may be 
regarded as somewhat In the nature 
of a pious hope which it was con- 
ventionally desirable to express. The 
fifth proposal, that negotiations be 
begun promptly "in the spirit of the 
Pact of Paris and the resolution of 
the League of Nations of December 
9, without prior demand or reserva- 
tion and with the aid of neutral ob- 
servers or participants" is the price 
charged by the powers for extricat- 
ing Japan from her predicament at 
Shanghai. The acceptance of this 
proposal would be a recognition by 
Japan that she does not have a free 
hand in Manchuria, 
that she is 


bound by International treaties to 
impose no new settlement by mili- 
tary force, and that the settlement 
when It Is made must have interna- 
tional approval. 
* 
• • 


The Japanese would be well- ad- 


vised to accept. The plain truth ia 
that they would be 
surrendering 


more of the form and of the sub- 
stance. For it Is now clear that the 
hegemony they have established in 
Manchuria cannot for the present be 
disturbed in any fundamental sense. 
The Chinese are helpless to do more 
than harass the Japanese in Man- 
churia and the Western Powers are 
in no mood to do more than stabilize 
the status quo with as much out- 
ward appearance of respect for the 
forms of law as they can put upon 
the sorry business. 


On the other hand, Japan can 


hardly afford to contemplate a ioiig 
continuation of the Chinese resist- 
ance to Japanese traup. Therefore,, 
it is to her interest to negotiate a 
settlement in Manchuria to which 
the Chinese will In som» measure 
consent. She could give up much 
that she has seized In Manchuria Jn 
order to restore her Chinese trade, 
and after giving it up she 
would 


still have achieved the essential pur- 
poses of her Manchurian enterprise. 


The Western influence, to state 


the matter with brutal candor, will 
be found to bo limited henceforth to 
two objectives—the avoidance of en- 
tanglements and the preservation of 
the 
appearances. 
The 
Japanebfi 


would bo fools not to see this and 
not to play up to it.

Washington—Why does the House 


of Representatives seem so ridicu- 
lous? 


Much could be written to demon- 


strate that it really is not aa funny 
as it appears and 
other evidence 


. might be presented which would 
tend to suggest that it is even fun- 
nier. 


One reason the 
House 
always 


seems to silly is that nearly all its 
members take advantage of every 
possible opportunity to contend that 
it is the most intelligent, shrewdest, 
most companionable, hard-working- 
est, most upright group of nature's 
noblemen in all the world. Seasoned 
newspapermen shun interviews with 
representatives because so few of 
the latter can stick to the subject 
without breaking off into eulogies of 
their colleagues as a collective body. 
And when the sessions ends you will 
tind the Congressional Record spat- 
tered wlh outbursts of doggerel >n 
which congressmen \ie with each 
other in rhythmically whooping the 
praises of the other 434 members. 


Most visitors to the House galler- 


ies have seen the House as It ordi- 
narily is when in session. They see 
from 10 to 30' per cent of the mem- 
bership In Its seats as a lone mem 
ber stands In the 
well and pours 


forth his conception 
of wisdom 


Sometimes the lone member drones 
his speech monotonously and some 
times he bawls with all the varia- 
tions of tone and volume which dis- 
tinguishes the traditional flowery 
oratory of Congress. Sometimes he 
reads his words 
laboriously and 


sometimes he epeaks without notes 
Sometimes he knows 
what to do 


with his hands and sometimes lie 
just waves them, aimlessly. 


But seldom does any other mem- 


ber pay attention to him—unless it 
is to make sure he is not running 
beyond his allotted time. Look down 
upon almost any member and jou 
find that he is gabbling animatedly 
with the member sitting at his side 


Nevertheless, the subdued tumult 


of private gabbling Is probably a= 
Important as any prepared speech 
which the lone member Is reading 
for his constituency and if the gab- 
blers miss anything they can read it 
next day in the Record. The conver- 
sation out in the cloakrooms is even 
more Important, from the standpoint 
of the nation's xuture, and the ferret 
conversations between leaders, fit 
removed from the floor, are most im 
portant of all. 
To obtain a really fair estimate of 


the House perhas the best method is 
to add all the Democratic members 
say about the Republican members 
to what the Repub'icans say about 
the Democrats, then dibcount about 
50 per cent of the total and take the 
rest for granted.

n the thick of the fighting is Gen. 
Chang Hui-Chang. They call 
him 


en. Chang, and he Is commander- 
n-chief of the Chinese air 
forces, 


>ut his name isn't Chang at all, and 
IB isn't even Chinese. 


Gen. Chang originally was a Ken- 


uckian, and- his home now is 
at 


Higginsvllle, Mo. 
In 
the United 


States and in practically every oth- 
er, country of the world, the head of 
he Chinese, air service is known as 
Bert Hall. During the World war as 
a member of .the LaFayetta esca- 
drille, this air fighter bagged 20 ene- 
my planes, 
and 
received 
official 


credit for nine. There is no telling 
low many additional will b» added 
:o his crop if the Sino-Japanese con- 
flict continues. 


During the "World war he crossed 


tracer bullets with the finest air- 
men the Germans produced, and he 
came out able to answer roll call on 
all but a few occasions. He is one 
of the best flyers in the Orient. 


Hall has been Gen. Chang since 


1929, 
but only his relatives and -his 


closest friends knew it for a. • long 
time after he had adopted th« Ori- 
ental name.

Only last summer,- according to a 


letter received here by Lieut. John

they both were flying in France,

air corps of the Canton government. 


His friends are "watching develop- 


ments closely across th© Pacific, for 
they. know that Bert •will be fotmd 
wherever there is 
fighting, 
and 


when last heard from he was head- 
ed in the direction of the trouble. 


Gen Chang was one of the origin- 


al organizers of the LaFayette es- 
cadrille. He is aviation's first real 
soldier of .fortune. He started when 
airplanes were still In their Infancy 
and has battled under half a dozen 
flags. Before the World war, Hall 
had drifted to Turkey, where Abdul 
Hamid was fighting the 
Bulgars, 


and becam* the Turkish air fore*— 
h« was the only flyer—at $100 a 
day. Later he shifted over to th» 
Bulgarian side, when th« Turks cut 
his pay. Ho was in Paris when the 
sunn started booming in 1914

a. favorable impression of Mr. Mills 
during the moratorium negotiations 
last summer. He took them into his 
confidence and discussed 
the most 


delicate phases of the problem with

which few had observed since the 
days when Charles Evans Hughes 
unfolded intricate problems of diplo- 
macy Jn the department 
of state's 


relations with the press. 


Mr. Mellon has looked forward to 


retirement from the treasury, but 
not until Mr. Mills captured the sit- 
uation and revealed his grasp of the 
fiscal problems of the 
government 


did Mr. Mellon feel that he could 
leave. 


Thero -was always, notwithstand- 


ing Mr. Mellon's own preference, a 
feeling on tho part of bankers and 
business men that the agpd secre- 
tary was a bulwark of confidence 
and that his resignation 
would be 


viewed as a sign of weakness in the 
.Hoo\cr administration. 
•• -Now, how ever, Mr. Mellon goes to 
another field of service at a time 
•when international finance and the 
settlement of European 
problems 


have a direct bearing on America's 
economic future. Mr. Mellon vas 
abroad during- tho moratorium nc 
gotiations last summer and relished 
the contact writh Europe's 
states- 


men. Prior to this, he had consider- 
able experience with foreign envois 
in the days of the World war debt 
tundmg commission. Mr. Mellon is 
amply able to care for tho social 
side of the London portfolio, which 
always requires a man of consider- 
able means.

Henry Fletcher was being mention- 
ed for tho post, 
it was suggested 


that Pennsylvania had not had tho 
ambassadorship to Great Britain in 
many jeait, 


Experience to Help 


Mr. Mellon's business experience 


will enable him to cope with the ec- 
onomic questions which are so dom- 
inant in foreign diplomacy 
today, 
lie -v\ill be buttressed 
by an able 


staff in the embassy who can take 
care of the diplomatic detail and 
guide him in the amenities. "With 
all due respect to the men who have 
won their way upward in tho diplo- 
matic sservice, the fact remains that 
successful American business men 
do make good ambassadors, whether 
it is a Republican or Democratic ad- 
ministration that sends them abroad. 
Charles G. Daves, who has ju&t re- 
tired as ambassador to Great Brit- 
ain, is a banker and his knowledge 
of the reparation problem has been 
especially helpful to the American 
government. This type of question 
is one which the experienced busi- 
ness man can tackle with 
relative 


ease. 


Mr. Mellon will be at home in Lon- 


don; Mr. Mills will be at ease in the 
treasury. The exchange rids the ad- 
ministration of some thorns in con- 
gress and at the same time puts at 
the helm of the treasury 
someone 


that congress rather likes. The Hoo- 
ver administration 
will benefit by 


the transfer on Capitol 
Hill and in 


Europe.

As the N 
tlonal Socialists put it, "The war of 
liberation stands at the end of a 
policy of national resistance." 


Wonld Doom Treaty

the goal of the German policy. Can- 
cellation of the Treaty of Versailles 
in the goal.

loans to Europe and American pri- 
vate loans to Germany may Influ- 
ence but not decide the struggle. 
Th* capitalized value of inter-Allied 
debts to America is about $5,600,- 
000,000. The approximate value of 
our private investment in Germany 
is about $3,000,000,000. 


"We may be forced to sacrifice the 


$5,600,000,000 and still hope thereby 
to save the $3,000,000,000, but there 
is no evidence 
that the sacrifice 


For the 
real "smoke screen" around Ger-

Insecurity is due in the first and 


last line to the fact that the Treaty 
of "Versailles was too lenient or too 
harsh. 
Like every 
other treaty 


that has punctuated the centuries- 
old -warfare between 
France and 


Germany, it failed to settle 
the 


struggle for power. Neither France 
nor Germany ever had' a Jenghiz 
TChan to head its armies and make 
its peace. There Is not the faintest 
sign that this struggle for power 
will cease even though it should be 
suspended for as long as the forty- 
three years o£ peace from 1S71 to 
1914. The only phases in the strug- 
gle are chronic phases. 


In chronic phases foreign Invest- 


ments In Europe are safe. In acute 
phases foreign investments In Eu- 
rope are used to promote the strug- 
gle. This is an acute phase, and 
there Is no reason to believe that 
cancellation of inter-Allied debts and 
reparations would not be utilized by 
both sides to improve their instru- 
ments in the struggle for power. 


Goal Ever the Same 


In the light of this struggle may 


be Judged every Important inner as 
well as foreign political mox'e of 
Germany. To establish a republic 
helped Germany in regaining her 
feet when President Wilson and the 
Allies blamed Kaiser T/ilhelm for 
the war. If the Republic proves the 
more effective political framework 
for Germany it itg struggle against 
France, the Republic may remain. 
If the Republic proves an inadequate 
vehicle for resurgent national forces 
of Germany, another form will be 
chosen and Hitler has it ready.

to impervious, the Communists, the 
Social Democrats and the Catholic 
Centrists. Hitler already is In pow- 
er in every respect important to the 
outside world, since the other con-

against France. 


War Danger Grows 


Unless the United States la pre- 


pared to throw its whole force with 
sufficient weight to tip the scales 
on one side or the other in the 
Franco-German struggle, American 
initiative in the international debt 
problem could only temporarily shift 
the balance of forces in the strug- 
gle. 


Nobody expects this struggle to 


eventuate in war at once or in the 
near future. But nobody has offered

Neither France nor Germany wants 
war. Neither knows how to prevent 
Its menace from paralyzing the pub

confidence 
of 
Europe, upon 


which all trade and financial life are 
built. 


The chief theoretical safeguard be- 


tween Europe and the violent cul- 
mination of the struggle of power Is 
the League of Nations. A report 
now has been 
printed that the 


League has been forced once more 
to postpone 
construction 
of Its 


palace at Geneva, planned 
before 


the League's chief antagonist, the 
Soviet Union, conceived its famous 
Five-Year Plan. At the same time 
a report appeared that the 
Soviet 


Union had announced 
its 
second 


Five-Tear-Plan, which is sure to 
call for the same incredulity that 
was evoked by the announcement 
of the first plan, now nearlng ful 
fillment.

is filled with candle light and tables 
crowded with 'well-dressed 
diners.

years jjnc«, Brock has been con- 
stantly engaged In penal reform 
work. 


When he entered the penitentiary 


few of the Inmates were engaged In 
any kind of work. A mere handlul 
were employed at knitting neckties, 
but that was all. 
Brock saw the effect and feared 


he danger of idleness. He saw too 
low their pessimism and bitterness 
could ruin their chances of rehab- 
ilitation once they were out In the 
world again.

He set to work quietly. Using his 


own money, he provided equipment 
for his fellow-convicts that enabled 
them to work. The tools Brock 


bought caused little workshops to 
be set up in the prison. 


From these small centers of con- 


vict industry came ship models, toys, 
wearing apparel and articles of ham- 
mered brass. 


At the hearing before the Pardon 


Board at which Brock's petition was 
unopposed by the District Attorney's 
office, Roberts revealed that Brock 
bad disposed of $40,000 worth of pri- 
son made products through 
gifts 


shops which he established in vari- 
ous parts of the city. 


The Board of Common Pleas Court 


Judges in Philadelphia 
appointed 


him to be Board of County Prison 
Inspectors June 7, 1929, and his 
plans for employment of prisons 
prisoners there and for a new build- 
ing to relieve its congestion are now 
being carried out.
